Remembering Our Own

Early next week, on the 
11th hour of the 11th day of 
the 11th month of the year, 
our nation will pause to pay 
tribute to its veterans. 

That timing is crucial, 
because it marks the anniver¬ 
sary of the unofficial end of 
World War I, when leaders 
agreed late in the morning of 
Nov. 11, 1918, to cease fight¬ 
ing. 

Although the war did 
not technically conclude un¬ 
til the Treaty of Versailles 
seven months later, Presi¬ 
dent Wilson understandably 
chose that symbolic day to 
honor those who fought in 
what many called the “Great 
War.” 

For more than four de¬ 
cades, their sacrifices were 
the chief focus of what be¬ 
came known as Armistice 
Day. In the wake of World 
War II and the Korean War, 
however, it was clear that the 
holiday’s scope needed to be 
widened, and 60 years ago 
this past summer, Congress 
and President Eisenhower 
accomplished that goal by 
authorizing Veterans Day. 

Kentucky, not surpris¬ 
ingly, has a long record of 
doing more than its fair share 
for our country. We lost 
more soldiers during the War 
of 1812, for example, than 
every other state combined. 

In World War I, we can 
lay claim to the very first 
American casualty, McLean 


County native Cpl. James 
Bethel Gresham, and one of 
the war’s last survivors: Hop¬ 
kinsville native Robley Rex, 
whose military career began 
after the armistice but before 
the Treaty of Versailles. 

After he died in April 
2009, just a few days prior to 
his 108th birthday, only one 
World War I-era veteran was 
still alive in our country. He 
passed away in 2011 at the 
age of 110. 

About 84,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians served in World War I, 
and more than three-and-a- 
half times as many answered 
the call during World War 


II. Tens of thousands more 
joined their ranks in Korea, 
Vietnam, Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan and stand at the ready 
at Fort Knox, Fort Campbell 
and dozens of other instal¬ 
lations across the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Since the beginning of 
the Revolutionary War, 42 
million Americans have 
given their time, their talents 
and, if necessary, even their 
life and limb on our behalf. 
More than half of those sol¬ 
diers are still with us today, 
including 339,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians. 

The General Assembly 


has worked hard over the 
years to ensure these men and 
women receive the respect 
and care they deserve. That 
includes dedicating money to 
the World War II Memorial 
in Washington, D.C.; declar¬ 
ing Veterans Day to be a state 
holiday; and making it pos¬ 
sible for older veterans to re¬ 
ceive their high school diplo¬ 
mas if they were otherwise 
unable to finish high school 
because of their service. 

The state’s first nursing 
home for veterans opened in 
the early 1990s in Jessamine 
County and two more were

From The Bracken Record 
October 25, 1876 

There was a heavy wind 
and hail storm in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Sharon last Sun¬ 
day as persons were returning 
home from church. Five bug¬ 
gies and one covered spring 
wagon were blown over by 
the wind. No serious damage 
done to persons, that we have 
been able to learn, farther than 
some bruises caused by hail. 
Several buggies were badly 
broken. 

James Lyon has opened 
his restaurant, and no one need 
ever go away from our city 
hungry. Just call on him, and 
he will give you a good warm 
meal at any hour, cheaper than 
you can get it at home. 

November 8, 1876 

We learn from the 
Maysville Republican, that 
Messrs. January & Wood, 
of that city, received the first 
telegram over the wires from 
Augusta on Friday last, tele¬ 
graphic communication be¬ 
tween the two places having 
been established on that day. 
December 6, 1876

short notice, and a large sup¬ 
ply always on hand. All work 
warranted.

Chatham reports that last 
Friday and Saturday morn¬ 
ing the thermometer stood 12 
above Zero. 

We have had several at¬ 
tempts to get into the Post Of¬ 
fice recently, but all attempts 
failed as they should. Thanks 
to Jack for his care of the Gov¬ 
ernment. 


On Saturday, December 
6th, at 4:30 p.m. the “Light 
Up Brooksville” Christmas 
Parade will begin leaving 
Taylor Elementary where 
participants started lining up 
at 3:30 p.m. The committees 
faithful “liner-upper”, Sherri 
Holleran, will have worked 
her magic and Chief Hause 
will have the traffic well in 
hand. The parade committee 
is thinking they will have the 
BIGGEST parade ever. 

Tuesday, November 4, 
the committee chose the 
Grand Marshal, then scram¬ 
bled to get magnetic signs 
made and write up their life 
story and take pictures for 
The Bracken County News. 
Actually, The Bracken Coun¬ 
ty News does all but the deci¬ 
sion. We would be in trouble 


without them. 

Committee member Tom 
Cortner hopes everyone is 
as busy as the Brooksville 
Christian Church is with their 
entry, which is in a top secret 
hiding place.

In just three short 
weeks we will be enjoying 
Thanksgiving food with fam¬ 
ily and friends, and in an¬ 
other seven weeks we will be 
celebrating the birth of Our 
Savior on Christmas Day! 
Unfortunately for consumers, 
merchants are already vying 
for shoppers’ dollars by of¬ 
fering pre-pre-Christmas dis¬ 
counts while the aisles are still 
crowded with Halloween and 
Fall decor! Now is the time to 
step back from all this to make 
a list of all the items that you 
will be needing to celebrate 
the holidays and as you shop 
each week, get a few of the 
items on this list. By the time 
the days for celebrating have 
arrived, you will have all that 
items necessary! You will be 
more relaxed to enjoy the time 
with family and friends and 
your have not overspent! 

By shopping early, you 
have the luxury of comparing 
prices and also comparing 
packaging. One report that 
we looked at online stated 
that the packaging of an item 
can increase the cost of that 
item anywhere from 1.4 to 
40%, but on average, the cost 
of packaging is $1 for every 
$11 spent, so roughly 9% of 
the cost of every item is for 
packaging! Manufacturers 
classify packaging in three 
categories with primary being 
the part that actually contains 
the product such as a can 
for pop or plastic bottle for 
water. Secondary packaging 
is used to protect the product 
during shipping such as the 
decorated carton or gift box 
and the tertiary packaging is 
the cardboard boxes the items 
are packed in for shipping. 
There are also five reasons 
for packaging, the first being 
to contain the product such 
as a tube for toothpaste; the 
second reason is to inform the 
consumer of the product with 
all the details of who, what, 
where, etc.; the third purpose 
of packaging is to protect the 
product from germs, break¬ 


age, moisture change, etc.; 
transportation packaging is 
the fourth purpose and lastly 
packaging is used for display 
of the product to entice the 
consumer to purchase that 
particular product. 

Of course, all these are 
good reasons but in order for 
us to be excellent consumers, 
we must close the loop so to 
speak on all this packaging by 
recycling as much as we can! 
A 2010 EPA Report stated 
that containers and packaging 
generated the largest portion 
of MSW (municipal solid 
waste) at 30% or almost 76 
million tons! While we are 
definitely limited in this area 
as to the types of packaging 
that are actually recyclable, 
any recycling is better than 
no recycling! If everyone 
in Bracken County recycled 
all the cardboard, No. 1 and 
2 plastics, glass bottles and 
jars, paper, steel and alumi¬ 
num cans which are the pri¬ 
mary packaging materials, we 
would have to make multiple 
trips to the Recycling Center 
each day! Bracken County 
residents are now the proud 
owners of three, very large 
and very new Recycling Trail¬ 
ers that can accommodate 
increased recycling needs. Of 
course, just because they are 
bigger does not mean that you 
can slack off breaking down 
the boxes! It is even more 
important than ever to flatten 
this tertiary classification of 
packaging! (Ok! We have to 
admit we had to look up the 
meaning of Tertiary’ and it 
just means Third’!) Whatever 
type of packaging classifica¬ 
tions you have, please don’t 
landfill them but RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE them 
to keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful! Be seein’ 
you - Bin & Bug.

Continued from Front Page 
added in the eastern and 
western sections of the state 
a decade later. A fourth one 
is scheduled to open a year 
from now in Hardin County, 
while there has been some 
preliminary discussion about 
adding a fifth in Bowling 
Green. There are also several 
state-run veterans cemeteries 
complementing the state’s 
seven national ones. 

Economically, we have 
exempted active-duty mili¬ 
tary pay from the state’s in¬ 
come tax, and we made it 
possible for veterans to use 
their military experience, if 
applicable, when applying to 
be a firefighter or paramedic/ 
EMT or to work in the heat- 
ing-and-air industry. 

Earlier this year, we broke 
ground for the Kentucky 
National Guard Memorial, 
which could have 450 names 
or more once complete, and 
the General Assembly has 
authorized another one to 
recognize the more than 110 
Kentuckians who died while 
fighting in Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan. Among that group 
are several with ties to our 
region: Bracken County’s 
Jeremy Summers; Fleming 
County’s John Cooper and 
Darrin Potter; Christopher 
Wright from Lewis County; 
and Justin Scott from Camp¬ 
bell County. 

Early next month, veter¬ 
ans who earned a Purple Heart 
medal will be able to obtain 
an updated license plate that 
will add the phrase “combat 
wounded” so everyone has a 
better understanding of what 
this medal means. 

Now through the end of 
March, meanwhile, the Ken¬ 
tucky State Parks are offering 
lodging discounts to veterans 
and those still serving. 

Overall, veterans make 
up less than eight percent of 
the United States’ population, 
but it is no overstatement to 
say our lives would be very 
different without their count¬ 
less contributions and sacri¬ 
fices. 

Our region, of course, has 
been blessed to have numer¬ 
ous heroes serve our country 
over the years. Many know 
of Franklin R. Sousely of 
Fleming County for being in 
one of World War II’s most 
iconic photos, the raising of 
the U.S. flag at Iwo Jima. 
That county’s Ambers Sapp 
earned the Distinguished 


Service Cross in World War 
I, and Bracken County’s Eu¬ 
gene Estep earned the same 
award for his service in Ko¬ 
rea. 

Brigadier General Wil¬ 
liam “Bull” Nelson, a Mason 
County native, played an im¬ 
portant role in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the Civil War, and Colo¬ 
nel Charles Young of May’s 
Lick was one of the famed 
Buffalo Soldiers and became 
the first African American to 
be named Colonel in the U.S. 
Army. 

If you are a veteran, I 
want to thank you for every¬ 
thing you have done, with 
no thought of reward. It is 
impossible to put a price on 
what you did when we need¬ 
ed you most. 

Within the next week, our 
country will honor these men 
and women with hundreds 
if not thousands of Veterans 
Day ceremonies. I encourage 
you to join with me in taking 
the time to remember and 
thank those who were there 
when we needed them. 

It’s vital that we hear their 
stories and better learn the 
history they helped to write. 
President Calvin Coolidge 
had it right when he said that 
“the nation which forgets its 
defenders will itself be for¬ 
gotten.”
